Willard, a fellow-aviator, when 
he started on the - proposed 
flight over the ocean from New- 
port Beach to San Francisco. 


Coroner Hartwell was notified of 


the finding of the body by- Banzhaf 
and he, with Sheriff Hammel and sev- 
eral persons who knew -Lawrence and 
would be able positively to establish 
•l<^ntity, proceeded to the beach at 
once to make an official Investigation. 


According to Information given to 


Coroner Hartwell, a watch dangled 
from a pocket of the vest worn by 
the 
dead man. This circumstance 
somewhat disconcerted those who on 
Tuesday Identified as Lawrence's the 
tattered vest which was found by 
Banzhaf near the fragments ot aero- 
JMane wings. 
-« The body later was identified as that 
of Lawrence by ono of the party which 
accompanied Coroner Hartweil to the 
placo where the 
body was brought 
ashore. 


GIVES TTP HOPE. 


Mrs. Chester Lawrence, wife of the 
-.newspaper man, gave up all hope to- 
• day when a description was given her 
of the -clothing upon the body found 
by Banzhaf.

"Press Car" across tho front, white 
shirt, black coat, corduroy trousers 
and high laced tan boots.

Many of the divorces in this country 
are, in my opinion, due to Ideas gath- 
ered by young people from problem 
plays. 


"The theater in ages past, when the 
miracle and mystery plays had the 
vogue, was a place of instruction and 
beneficial amusement.

Housing Counfy Exhibits at the Exposition 


A dispute has arisen as to who shall pay the cost of erecting 


the proposed county exhibits building on the Panama-Pacific Ex- 
position grounds. The exposition directors have planned a mil- 
lion-dollar building to house the county exhibits, but they expect 
the counties to provide the money for its erection. 
It is con- 


tended by some of the counties that the cost of the building 
should come out of the $5,000,000 fund voted by the State at 
large. 


There is much to be said on both sides. But the people of the 


interior should recognize the fact that they are not the only 
ones who will be taxed to pay the $5,000,000 provided by the 
State to help finance the fair. As a matter of fact, they will 
pay less than half of it. San Diego, which is preparing to hold 
an exposition of its own, will be taxed just the same as the other 
counties. 


Moreover, the exposition directors have a difficult financial 


problem to solve. The State is a stockholder in the enterprise 
and the commission appointed by Governor Johnson will have 
something to say about how the money voted by the State shall 
be expended. It is not likely that they will sanction paying 
$1,000,000 out of the State fund to erect a building for the hous- 
ing of county exhibits. An investment of that kind would be a 
dead loss, unless the counties -should pay rent for space, which, of 
course, would be the same as paying for the building itself. With 
the exception of the administration 
building, the 
structures 


erected at the expense of the exposition corporation will be 
revenue producing; exhibitors will have to pay for the space they 
occupy in them. 


We hardly think it will be possible to donate $1,000,000 out 


of the general fund at the disposal of! the exposition directors 
for the erection of a building to house county exhibits. At pres- ; 
ent efforts are being made to have Santa Clara and Contra Costa 
counties to join with Alameda County in making a joint exhibit 
in a separate building erected at the joint expense of the three 
counties. In that case, Alameda, Santa.Clara and Contra Costa 
would have no use for the proposed county exhibits building. 
Yet a general building of suitable dignity and proportions is a 
necessity for the interior counties. Their exhibits must be 
housed, for it is unthinkable that they will allow themselves to 
go unrepresented. 
Perhaps some compromise can be effected 


by which the building can be erected at the joint expense of 
the counties and the exposition corporation. The views expressed 
by the Visalia Times do not accord with the facts. Says the 
Times: 


"The fair directors should at once disillusionize themselves 


of the idea that the counties of California are going to pungle 
up a cool million dollars for an exhibit building. Otherwise they 
are going to meet with a lot of trouble and 
disappointment. 


The counties of the State are willing to do the fair thing with 
San Francisco and have manifested a desire to make the big 
exposition there the great .success tHat all Calif ornians hope it! 


, will be*. The counties are .willing to meet the fair directors half 


way, but they expect some consideration in return. In spite of 
the fact that .the opening day of the great exposition is growing 
nearer, there is not the interest taken in it today in the interior 
of .the State .that was manifest a year ago. The cooling ardor 


rdF various parts of the State can be traced to the effort of the 
fair directors to palm off on the counties an expense that they 
do not feel inclined to bear, and will not bear. If the fair direc- 
tors want to see an immediate and lasting interest awakened in 
the coming exposition throughout the entire State they should 
at once announce that an exhibit building for county displays 
will be erected out of funds already provided, even if such an an- 
nouncement could only follow a change of plans already made." 


The Times is in error in assuming that funds have already 


beetyprovided for housing county exhibits. It is equally in error 
in assuming that the exhibits made by the counties will be for 
the benefit of San Francisco. The .exhibits will be made for the 


. benefit of the, counties and for the State at large. The idea that 


the counties will ^advertise their resources and productions at 
the exposition merely to aid San Francisco should be dismissed. 
It is erroneous and only serves as a ground for acrimonious dis- 
cussion, which is'to be avoided. The thing to do is to take the 
matter up in a reasonable frame of mind and endeavor to find 
a solution of the problem that will be both feasible and satis- 
factory.

An Expensive Prison Program. 


Folsom prison is to be an expensive luxury if the demands 


of the heads of that institution are honored. The Legislature 
will be asked to appropriate $812,200 at the next session—$466,- 
500 for maintenance during the next two years, and $344,700 
for new buildings, completion of wall, new shops and for farm 
improvements. The new warden wants to make the prison a 
model institution, and is not at all modest in asking for 
the 


money he deems necessary in carrying out his plans. If all the 
other State institutions • make demands in proportion to those 
Warden Johnston will make in behalf of Folsom, the budget will 
be swelled to enormous -figures. With an estimated income of 
$15,000,000, the State will be asked to spend above $22,000,000 
during the two fiscal years ensuing. How the trifling difference 
of over $7,000,000 is to be made up is not suggested. 
People 


who are anxious to spend public money seldom take the trouble 
to inquire how the money is to be obtained. If appropriations 
are made in excess of the State's income a special property tax 
will have to be levied to make up the deficiency. A property tax 
will not sit well on the public stomach at this time because nearly 
every city and county in the State has planned extensive 
im- 


provements of one kind or another on the presumption that no 
tax on property would be levied for! the maintenance of the State 
government. 
Local improvements will have to be postponed if 


the tax rate is not to be increased. The taxpayers will resent 
the alternative of paying more taxes or postponing the local im- 
provements they have projected.

Hall, Mrs. Berry'a daughter, demand- 
ing an accounting of her share In the 
estate of her late father, and to have 
a transfer of her Interest In the estate 
set aside.

claim deed by which she surrendered 
It on October 
25, 1907, was signed

Lovett, S. M. L. Schift 
and Prank A. 


Vanderlip to work out and submit a plan 
for romptly and ful!y carrying out and 
conforming to the decision of the court, 
and the matter was at once taken up 
with the government. 


"The Attorney-General of the United 


States has refused to approve any plan 
involving the distribution of the $126,- 
030,000 par value of stock of the Southern 
Pacific owned by the Union Pacific Rail- 
road Company exclusively to the stock- 
holders of the latter In proportion to their 
holdings, whether by sale, dividend or 
therwise, and has declared that he would 
appeal in the event the district 
court 


should approve pro rata distribution. 
<rWe find nothing in ,the opinion of the 


Supreme Court In this case to warrant 
the government in denying to stockholders 
of the Union Pacific the rights enjoyed 
by1 the stockholders of every other cor- 
poration that has been required to dis- 
pose of stock held contrary to the Sher- 
man act, where a pro rata distribution 
was practicable, as, it is in this case.

stock of the new corporation "was sold to 
the holders of the common stock of the 
American Tobacco Company, in propor- 
tion to their holdings.

stockholders alone this opportunity. His 
btatement follows: 


"Negotiations have been pending for 


several days past between

tives of tho Union Pacific and the At- 
torney-General with lespect to the basis 
of a plan for distribution pursuant to the 
judgment rendered by the Supreme Court 
on December 2. 
"Tha Union Pacific interests claimed 


that the stockholders of the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company were entitled to share 
pro rata in the sale or distribution of the 
stock of the Southern Pacific Company, 
which the Supreme Court decided was 
acquired and held in violation of 
;he 


Sherman law. 


SEES DANGER IN PLAN. 


"The Attorney-General declined to ac- 


cede to this contention, although he in- 
dicated his willingness to approve a plan 
under which the stock to be distributed 
should be offered for sale to the share- 
holders of both the Union Pacific and the 
Southern Pacific companies In proportion 
to their respective holdings at a suitable 
price and ander appropriate restrictions. 


"In view of this difference of opinion 


a motion will be submitted to the Su- 
preme Court tomorrow to determine and 
specify In the mandate which shall be 
sent to the lower court what rights in 
this regard are to tie conceded to the 
stockholders of the Union Pacific Com- 
pany." 
The view of the government is said to 


be that by the stock going into 
the 


hands of stockholders of a rival compet- 
ing corporation the public would be more 
likely to procure competition between the 
two companies than if the stockholders 
of one of the corporations were permitted 
to own a controlling interest in the other 
company. 


The opinion of the Supreme Court an- 


nounced on December 2 conferred author- 
ity to frame the decree upon the District 
Court of Utah, which, for the purposes 
of this case, was constituted 
of four 


Judges of the Eighth Circuit. 


The disagreement between the govern- 


ment and the railroad attorneys is re- 
garded as so vital that It would require 
elaborate consideration, by 
the 
lower 


judges, and then might result only In an 
appeal to the Supreme Court. The at- 
torneys hope the Supreme Court will de- 
cide the point by next Monday, when an 
adjournment is to be taken until Janu- 
ary 6. That would allow the reorganiza- 
tion to proceed with practically no delay.

Dec. 19.-Stat« Horti- 
cultural Commissioner Cook, in his report 
for the biennial term, July i 1910 to 
July l. 1912, declares that the period'has 
been one of exceptional thrift and that 
the crops have been excellent and the 
prices very satisfactory. 


Cook estimates that California's fruit 
crops for 1912 will net about $100 000,000. 


- Immense crops of citrus fruits have 


tieen marketed at 
quite satisfactory 


prices, 
said Cook, "and the efforts'of 


the railroads to advance transportation 
a-efrigeratlon and icing charges, and of 
the importers of lemons to reduce the 
remon tariff have been successfully re- 
sisted through the influence of the Cit- 
rus Protective League, which embraces 
in its organization 90 per cent of tho 
citrus fruit growers of the state." 


Cook reports that there aro now hor- 
ticultural commissioners, acting also as 
quarantine officers, In forty-two coun- 
ties of the state. He says that coun- 
ties with no commissioners are in great 
danger of receiving pests that may han- 
dicap their future. 


He recommends that 
commissioners 


should be appointed in the counties of 
Amador, Calaveras, Glenn, Marin, Mari- 
posa, San Luis Oblspo, Tuolumne and 
San Francisco. 


"San Francisco, as a great distribut- 


ing center. Is greatly in need of a coun- 
ty commissioner," says Cook. 


The report is (Jovoted in a large part 
to a review of campaigns and quaran- 
tines against the citrus white fly. po- 
tato eel worm, peach borer, Mediter- 
ranean fruit fly and alfalfa weevil. 
It closes with a recommendation that 


an emergency fund of $10,000 be pro- 
vided for fighting: fruit pests, to be 
drawn upon only after approval of the 
Governor.

SAYS WHEELMEN'S MANAGERi 
Counter Petition, if Necessary, Will Be 


Presented Before City Council 


The protest filed by residents near the 
Piedmont Pavilion against the use of. that 
building for boxing contests does 
not 
worry Manager Mel Moffltt, who states 
that the club is bona fide and has been In 
existence for over 11 years. 
"I have no fear in regard to this peti- 
tion," said Moffltt, "because, in the first 
place, our club is bona fide, and In the 
second place these bouts are clean sport, 
regulated perfectly, and w« court 
any 
investigation. 
"The only legal way in which we may 
he hindered is through the decision that 
our bouts are a nuisance. We can bring 
In a counter petition, signed by over two 
hundred property holders In the Immediate 
neighborhood, who will testify that the 
bouts are not a nuisance and that they 
have no objection to them. 
"Two years ago tho detective bureau 
of the Oakland police force made a search- 
ing: Investigation of tho Wheelmen's club. 
It was proved to their satisfaction that 
the club was all It purported to be, an 
organization of sport lovers. 
There are 
instructors connected with the club and 
athletic lessons are given in' the pavilion. 
Tho fights, of course, are attended by 
others than members, but so are Y. M. C. 
A. contests of various kinds, for which 
tickets are sold.t 
"At every flght we hire a detail of 


policemen to preserve rigid order, and 
never has there been any scandal. The 
public is treated honestly and fairly, the 
bouts are the best that money can pro- 
cure, and everyone, fighters and public, Is 
given a square deal. The bouts are ab- 
solutely straight. The Wheelmen's club 
stands for fair dealing and'clean, honest 
sport, and this will he borne out by any- 
one who comes In contact with the or- 
ganization. The police know this. I havo 
no • fear of any petition, attempting to 
move us. 
' 
"We shall ask the council to lay over 
this matter, and will probably 
In the 
meantime prepare the counter petition. 
The council could, In any case, I be- 
lieve, do nothing but refer It to the police 
chief, and he knows perfectly tho stand- 
ing of our club and tfle manner In which 
our (.hows arc given. I think I can Bay 
without fear of contradiction that there Is 
not a hotter managed athletic club In tho 
country, or one in which a stronger stand 
for clean sport and fair dealing is taken. 
"This petition business is calculated to 
place us In a false light. I do not fear 
being forced to move, but I dislike tho 
Idea of having the club, which Is known 
for Its fairness, placed before the public 
In a false position through such a petition. 
It is unfair, considering what wo havo 
tried to do for honest sport."

the third time. The question of the right 
at the city to erect such poles and force 
the corporations to rent from tha city if 
they wish to uso the streets in question 
was referred to City Attorney Ben F, 
\TooIner. 


Hitter complaint lias been made from 


time to time by the residents of Thir- 
teenth avenuo. At present, between East 
Fourteenth 
and 
East 
Twenty-second 


streets, are about fourteen poles to the 
block, and these are used by at least five 
sen-Ice corporations. 
Demands on the 


part of City Electrician George R. Bab- 
cook that the service corporations consol- 
idste on one line of pojes to be paid for 
jointly, have not met with success. 


WANT UNDERGROUND DISTRICT. 
The residents of the district recently de- 


manded that Thirteenth avenue be de- 
clared an underground district. T'.ie prop- 
erty owners proposed to pave the street, 
but were- unwilling to do this until the 
unsightly lines of wire were placed un- 
dergiound in a conduit system. The com- 
panies refused to do this, and as they 
have franchises in tho street, the matter 
has been at a deadlock. 


Dr. J. A. Plunkett and R. C. Vose, a 


former city councilman, appeared before 
the council this morning to again urge 
the removal of the poles from the street. 
After a lengthy discussion, Commissionei 
Turner made his suggestion. 


"If tve put up poles or towers in streets 


crowded with wires and poles, and forco 
the companies to rent ."pace on the poles 
from the city," said Tinner, "this might 
form a solution to the difficulty." 


Commissioner Harry S. Anderson figured 


that in Thirteenth avenue about 48 poles 
would be necessary if the city took this 
course. 
The. matter was referred to the 


city attorney for an opinion. 


Dr. Plunkett addressed the city coun- 


cil, 
representing the residents of Thir- 


teenth avenue, lie said: 


"It was agreed when tho protestants 


were before the council a few weeks ago 
that the representatives of the corpora- 
tions should come out and Inspect the sit- 
uation to sea if any remedy could ba 
suggested. 


"The only man w'.io paid any attention 


to this agreement was I>ong of the Pa- 
cific Telephone and Telegraph Company. 
He went over the ground with us and he 
admitted that the condition was pretty 
rotten. 


"There arc now 14 polos to the block 


and that is an atrocious situation. In one 
case a property owner'has the entrance 
to his place between two poles only 17 
feet apart. There is certainly no neces- 
sity of such a condition as that. 


"The wires might and should have been 


placed on Fourteenth avenue. AVe helped 
pay for the improvement ot the street and 
should have some rights in it. Then the 
Pacific Gas and Electric was to have gone 
down Fifth avenue, but Mr. Henshaw got 
the council to shift the line. 
The Great 


Western 
Power Company -was to have 


gone down Fourth evenue, but Mr. F. 31. 
Smith said he would Improve Fourth av- 
enue if thev would move it to Thirteenth 
avenue. 
So we sot all the lines."

tlement of land titles founded upon the 
old Mexican giants 


The Democratic party was split on the 


slavery question at the time the state 
election was held In 18B9. The Douglas, 
or anti-slavery 
Democrats, 
nominated 


Currey for Governor 
Milton S Latham, 


Lccompton Democrat, defeated him at 
the election 


Four years later he was elected a 


Justice of the Supreme Court, with four 
others, on the "Union" ticket 
Judge 


Currey drew the four-year term, thus 
serving until 1867. January 1, 1866, he 
was chosen Chief Justice of the court. 


Despite his advanced age Judge Cur- 


roy retained the use of his faculties 
almost entirely unimpaired, with the ex- 
ception of his eyesight, to the last His 
wife, Cornelia, survives him
